£1,200,000, The invéstmont of the Austro- 
Hungarian Lloyd’s in the Bastern Steam Na- 
vigation Company was £90, 00, and it tranship- 
ped to the stoamers of the new company passen- 
gers, mails, and goods destined for India aud 
China. In 1850 the A.ustro-Huogarian Lloyd's 
had attained so much inoporlanco that the French 
ao Government determined to grant a subvention 
to a French stem shipping undertaking in order 
to didpute the influence of the Austrian company 
inthe Levant.
